Tele Again Being Talked of—Capitaliats 
Are Ready—If the Government Would 
Hut Say the Word and the Generals 
Pluek Up Courage. 


Loxpox, Jan. 3.—A good deal of interest 
once more Is being shown in the famous 
pcies to construct a tunnel between Eng: 
wid and France, so as to establish a con- 
nection between the two countries which 
shall be saben of wind and waves. 
Sir Edward Watkin, the fathor of the idea, 
belioves in “pegging away,” like Abraham 
Lincoln, but his “pegging” has thus far 


piliece whom he has persuaded to join 
im. They have buried their.money ina 
Mg hole wuc thes seemmto be the end of it: 
t must be understood that the tunnel 
has been carried for some 2200 yards, and 
all appeared to be going on well when the 
Govornment interfered and stopped the 
works. The portion made is kept in. good 
order and is always open to inspection to 
those who take an interest in it, above all 
to members of Parliament, who have it iu 
their power to remove the block and allow 
the sanguine Sir Edward Watkin to go on 
his way rejoicing. 
Among the distinguished converts to the 
tunnel schome is Mr. Gladstone, te whom 
Sir Edward has paid assiduous court for 
years together. The last time the question 
was brought before the House of Commons 
Mr. Gladstone spoke in favor of it, but he 
had not much influence then, Now he is 
Prime Minister, and that makes all the 
difference. 
_ At the anoual mesa of the company 
just held Sir Edward Watkin boldly de- 
clured that so faras thoy knew the Goy- 
ernment was favorabl lined to the com- 
pees nterprise. hat authority bas he 
or that manivg that statement? Probably 


none, but if the rise of » turn or two in the } 


tmatket can be secured almost any assertion 
is lawful—auch are tho ethics of the atock 
exchange, and the great Sir Edward Wat- 
kin has thoroughly mastered them. 

I believe the public generally dislike the 
entire scheme and the are greatly in- 
fluenced by the fact that all the great 
military authorities are dead against iy 
Lord Wolseley has warned us that Englan 
would never be safe from invasion for 2 
honrs after the tunnel was made and th: 
it would involve the addition of 100; 
men to the army and it would depri¢ 
England of atl advantages it gains by ii 
insular position and practically make ith 
part of the Continent. This has always h 
@ great deal of weight with the se if 
Commons, 

Sir Edward Watkin tells us thatthe Fre 
are very eager to-have the tunnel pr 
with, and that they have finished thir 
2200 yards in admirable style, That is jhe 
very point. The reasons which render tho 
French so desirous for the tunnel are pre- 
cisely those which make Englishmen fght 
shy of it. The “silver streak” is heir 
great protection, and they have buik an 
enormous fleet chiefly wo enable then to 
hold command over it, Now it is be 
placed at the disposal of an enemy who 
may want-to-stiike a blow at England from 
the Continent, and the English are not 
willing to incur that risk. 

Bat if itis going to be made and seoms 
likely to pay there are plenty of people who 
would be ready to find the money. Patriot- 
isin will not deter them from going into a 
‘good spec.” Hence, Sir Edward Watkin 
has lost no time in trying to fix the posi- 
tion of the new government. S 

Of course, Mr. Gladstore has not beon 
consulted sboutit Intely, He has quite 
enough to think about. The Dublia ex- 
plosion willoblige him to come back to 
London much sooner than he intended. 
There must bea Cabinet meeting to cou 
sider what shall be done. 

If the decision could be taken by ballot 
on Home Rule, Parliament would not be 
troubled with the bill next seasion, but the 
Old Man would not give up his darling 
project even thongh the dynamiters were 
at workin every street in London. 

The only question is whether some pro- 
visions of the Coorcion Act which are still 
unrepealed shall be pat in force. That isa 
knotty point. Public opinion seems to de- 
mand it, but Mr. Gladatone’s Irish allies 
will. leave him at the first turn of the 
screw,

At9.15 by the clock President Baird, 
who occupied the chair, called the ban- 
queters to order.

Lord Stanley was received with general 
applause, He said during his speech: 


Lord Stauley, 


In regard to a certain unrest in the pub- 
lic mind when comparisons with the neigh- 
boring republic were made, he thought, in 
view of the figures just cited, that the un- 
rest was built on comparison only.

Tn answering this the Premier, advorted 
to the fisheries question, which at one time 
was thought to liave brought the two coun- 
tries to the verge of war, This was the 
state of feoling at the time the conference 
met, but at the finish the President said 
that the sottlement that had been made 
was honorable, fair and final.

What were the 
ernel warriors of olden times compared 
with the most distinguished warriors of the 
last half century, all of them as much dis- 
tinguished for kindness and good morals as 
for prowess—the two military leadera of 
our civil war on northern and southern side 
communicant members of Christian churches 
es and their home life as pure as their 
public life? 

Nothing impresses me in this chronolog- 
ical review more than the fact that the 
regiments of years are better and better 
regiments as the troops move on, I thank 
God that you and I were not born any 
sooner than we were born, How could we 
have endured the disaster of being born in 
the Eighteenth or Seventeenth or Sixteenth 
century? Glad am I that we are in the 
regiment now passing the reviewing stand 
and that our children will pass the stand in 
a still better regiment. God did not build 
this world for a slaughter house or a den of 
infamy. 

A good deal of cleaning house will be ne- 
cessary before this world becomes as clean 
and sweet as it ought to be, but the brooms, 
and the scrubbing brushes, and the uphol- 
sterers and plumbers are already busy, and 
when the world gets fixed up as it will be, 
if Adam and Eve ever visit it, as I expect 
they will, they will say to each other. 
uw) Vell, this beats paradise when woe lived 
there, and the jfears and the plumbs are 
better than we plucked from the first trees, 
and tho wardrobes are more complete, and 
the climate is better.” Since I settled in 
my own mind the fact that God was 
strongor than the devil I have never lost 
faith in the emparadisation of the planet, 
With the exception of a retrogression in 
the Dark Ages the movement of the world 
has been on and on, and up and up, and I 
have two jubilant hosannas—one for the 
closing year and the other for the new year.

Thank God for chronological achievements 
which have ushered in calendars and al- 
manacs and clocks and watches, and at so

A Marquis Taises a Row by Antl-Semitic 
Dociamation, 


Panis, Jan, 7.—A great anti-Semitic 
meeting was held at the Tivoli Vauxhall 
nut evening under the supervision of the 
Libre Parole geoup, The hall was packed 
and the first two speakera were received 
opparently with enthusiastic approval. 

The principal speaker of the evening was 
the Marquis de Moros. Ho began his ad- 
dress with & general onslaught on the Jews 
asthe corrapters of French honesty and 
the haters of French honor, 

A tremondous uproar grected these asser- 
tions, and about 60 men started forward to 
dispute with the Marquis his place on the 
platform. At the steps to the platform 
they met some 30 partisans of the Libre 
Parole group, who showed fight. 

Polico Commissary Veron announced that 
unless the disorder ceased he must dissolve 
the meeting and a snort lull followed. The 
Marquis te Mores oxpouuded at some 
length his ideas on Socialism and strikes, 
and then suddenly returned to the subject 
of the Jews with the declaration that were 
it not for them and other capi like 
them the social question would be solved 
easily. 

The Jews, he said, had brought about the 
state of affars which was culminating in the 
Panama scandal, They rejoiced in such 
roin of French reputations, 

About 300 persons roze, groaning and 
hissing, us the Marquis de Mores reach 
this climax. The rest cf the 
andience cheered or shouted for order so 
that the speaker might proceed, The Ma 
quis, whose voice had been partially in- 
audible for several minutes before the out- 
break, could not be heard by those almost 
within arm's length, although he continued 
talking and gesticulating. 

Eyentially the Libre parole crowd mad 
arush forthe principal disturbers, ups 
ting and smashing seats and trampling

‘They are almost human 
for they have their loves and hates, atlini- 
ties, and antipathies, understand joy and 
grief, have conjugal and material instinct, 
wage wars, and entertain jealousics, have a 
language of their own, and powers of 
association, Thank God for birds and 
skies full ot thom, It is useless to expect 
to understand the Bible unless we study 
natural history. Five hundred and ninety~ 
three times docs the Bible allude to the 
facts of natural history, and I do not 
wonder that it makes so ured allusions 
ornithological. Tho skies and the caverns 
of Palestine are friendly to the winged 
creatures, and so many fly and roos' d | 
nest and hatch in that region that insp | 
writers do not have tar to goto got ornitho- 
logical illustration of Divine truth, ‘There 
are over forty species of birds recognized in | 
the Scriptures, Oh, what o varicty of 
wings in Palestine! The dove, the robin, 
the eagle, the cormorant, or plumin bird, 
hurling itself from sky to wave and with 
long beak clutching its prey ; the thrush, 
which especially dislikes a crowd, the par- 
tridge, the hawk, bold and ruthless, hover- 
ing head to windward, while watching for 
prey; the swan, home among the marshes 
and with feet so constructed it can walk on 
the leaves of water plants; the raven, the 
Iapwing, malodorous and in the Bible de- 
nounced as inedible, though it has oxtraor- 
dinary head-dress; the stork, the ossifrage, 
that always had a habit of dropping on a 
stone the turtle it had lifted and so killing 
it for food, and on one occasion mistook the 
bald head of Auschylus, the Greek peet, for 
a white stone, and dropped a turtle upon it, 
killing the famous Greek; the cuckoo, with 
creasted head and crimson throat and wings 
snow-tipped, but too lazy to build its own 
nest, otis haying the habit of depositing 
its oggs in nests belonging to other 


birds; the blue jay, the grouse, the 
plover, the magpie, the kingfisher, 
the pelican, which is the caricature 


of all the feathered creation ; the owl, the 
goldauch, the bittern, the harrier, the bul- 

ul, the osprey, the vulture, that king of 
scavengers, with neck covered with repul- 
sive down instead of attractive feathers; the 
quarrelsome starling, the swallow flying « 
mile a minute, and sometimes ten hours in 
succession; the heron, the quail, the pea- 
cock, the ostrich, the lark, the crow, the 
kite, the bat, the blackbird and many others, 
with all colors, all sounds, all styles of 
flight, all habits, all architecture of nests, 
leaving nothing wanting in suggestivencas. 
They were at the creation placed all around 
on the rocks and in the trees and on the 
ground to serenade Adam's arrival. They 
took their places on Friday as the first man 
was made on Saturday, Whatever else he 
had or did not haye, he should have music. 
‘The first sound that struck the human ear 
was « bird’s voice. 

Yea, Christian geology (for you know 
there is a Christian geology as well as an 
infidel geology). Christiva geology comes 
in and helps the Bible show what we owe 
to the bird creation. Before the human 
race came into thia world, the world was 
occupied by reptiles, and by all style of 
destructive monsters, millions of creatures 
loathesome and hideous. God sent huge 
birds to clear the earth of these creatures 
before Adam and Eve were created. The 
remains of these birds haye been found im- 
bedded in the rocks. The skeleton of one 
eagle has been found twenty fect in height, 
and fifty feet from tip of wing to tipof wing.

But the word 
“stork” ordinarily means mercy and affec- 
tion, from the fact that this bird was dis- 
tinguished for its great love to its parents, 
It never forsakes them, and cyen 
after they become  fevblo, protects 
and provides for them. In migrating, the 
old storks lean their necks on the young 
storks, and when the old ones give out the 
oung oneg carry them on their back, God 
forbid that a dunib stork should have more 
heart than we. Blessed is that table at 
which an old father and mother sit.

Never an eagle brooded with such love and 
care over her young as God's wings havo 
been over us. 

But what a senscless passage of Scrip. 
ture that is, until you know the fact which 
saya: “Tho sparrow hath found a house 
and the swallow « rest for heraclf where 
she may lay her young, even thine altars, 
O Lord of hosts, my K ng and my God,” 
What has the swallow to do with the altars 
of the temple of Jerusalem? Ah! you 
know that swallows are all the world over 
yery. tame and in summer time they used 
to fly into the windows and doors of the | 
temple at Jerusalem, and build a nest on 
the alter where the priests were offering 
sacrifices. These swallows brought leaves 
and sticks and fashioned nests on the alter 
of the temple, and hatched the your, 
swallows in those nests, and David hi 
seen the young birds picking their way ont 
of the shell while the old swallows watch- 
ed, and no one in the temple was cruel 
enough to disturb either the old swallows, 
or the young swallows, and David burst out 
in rhapsody saying: ‘The swallow hath 
found a nest for hereelf where she may lay 
her young, even thine altars, O Lord of 
hosts, my King and my God {”” 

Yes, in this ornithology of the Bible I 
find that God is determined to impress upon 
us the architecture of a bird’s-nest and the 
anatomy of a bird’s-wing. Twenty times 
does the Bible refer to a bird’s-nest ; 
“Where the birds make their nest.” “As 
a bird that wandereth from her nest,” 
“Though thou see thy nest among the 
stars.” “The birds of the air have their 
neats,” and so on, Nests in the trees, 
nests on the rocks, nests on the altars, 
Why does God call us so frequently to con- 
sider the bird’s nest? Because it is one of 
the most wondrous of all styles of archi- 
tecture, and @ lesson of Providential care 
which is the most important lesson that 
Christ in my text conveys. Why, just look 
at the bird’s nest, and see what is the pros- 
pect that God is going to take care of 
you. Here is the blue bird's nest under the 
eaves of the house, Here is the brown- 
thresher’s nest ina bush. Here is the blue- | 
jay’s neat in the orchard. Here is the grossg 
veak’s nest on a tree-branch hanging over 
the water so as to he free from at- 
tack, Chickadee’s nest in the stump of 
an old tree, Ob, the goodness of God 
in showing the birds how to build their 
nest, What carpenters, what masons, what 
weavers, what spinners the birds are! Out 
of what small resources they make an ex- 

uisite home, curved, pillared, wreathed. 

ut of mosses, out of sticks, out of lichens, 
out of horsehair, out of spiders’ web, out 
of threads swept from the door by the 
housewife, out of the wool of the sheep in 
the pasture-field. Upholstered by leaves 
actually sewed together by its own sharp 
bill. Cushioned with feathers from its 
own breast, Mortared together with the 
gum of trees aid the saliva of its own tiny 
bill. Such symmetry, such adaptation, 
such convenience, such geometry of struc: 
ture. 
Surely these nests were built by some 
plan. They did not just happen so. Who 
draughted the plan for the bird’s nest? 
God! And do you not think that if He 
plans such a house for a chaflinch, or an 
oriole, for a bobolink, for a sparrow, he 
will see to it that you always have o 
home? ‘Ye are of more value than many 
sparrows.” Whatever surrounds you, you 
can have what the Bible calls ‘the feathers 
of the Almighty.” Just think of a nest like 
that, the warmth of it, the softness of it, 
the safety of it—the feathers of the Al- 
mighty.” No flamingo, outflashing the 
tropical sunset, cver had such brilliancy 
of pinion; no robin red-breast ver had 
plumage dashed with such crimson, and 
pulple and orange and gold—‘‘the feathers 
of the Almighty.” Do you not feel the 
touch of them now on forehead and cheek, 
and spirit, and was there ever such tender- 
ness of brooding—‘'the feathers of the 
Almighty.” So also in this ornitholog, 
of the Bible God keeps impressing us wit 
the anatomy of a bird's wing. Over fifty 
times does the old Book allude to the wing, 
‘Wings of a dove,” “Wings of the morn- 
ing,” ‘Wings of the wind,” ‘Sun of right: 
eousnes with healing in his wings,” “Wings 
of the Almighty,” ‘All fowl of every wing,” 
What does it all mean? Ib suggests uplift- 
ing. It tells you of flight upward. It 
means to remind you, that, you, yourself, 
have wings. David cried out, ‘Oh that I 
had wings like dove, that 1 might fy 
away and beat rest.” Thank God that you 
have better wings than any dove of longest

Yes 
it dies pay, a thousandtimes ever, The 
condition of woman ia that distant 
land is beyond expression, Aa Indian 
enters his house and af er throwing a few 
clubs at her head says “get out you dog 
of a wife, I shota deer in the woods, go 
and bring it hore I want my dinner.” The 
wife obeys and brings the deer on her 
shoulder weighing generilly about 200 lbs 
The missionary noticing a black spot in 
the ground asked anIndian whatit meant. 
Ge answered he had alter choking. his 
mother with a rope ournther. He asked 
again, for what reason he said, because 
she had got too old to skin rabbits or 
catch tish, Suchis the condition of the 
people who are not yet christianized. 

In the evening Rev. E. N. Baker read a 
finaneial statement showing the great 
work Jone by the church during the past 
year, The missionary also spoke giving 
a detailed description of the work done 
and also spoke of the bright future before 
them.

GASOLINE EXPLOSION. 


Enyeloped in Flames While Trying to 
Thaw Water Pipes, 


Hasiton, Jon, 18.—Mr. George Pyle, 
an spires ce in the employ of Mr, Frank 
Squibb, plumber, John-street, narrowly 
escaped being cremated about 4 o'clock yes- 
terday afternoon. He was sent to the resi- 
dence of Mr. W. A. Holton, at the end 
of King-streot east, to thaw out the pipe in 
the kitchen. On arriving be found the 
water front in the stove and tho pipes lead- 
In, coe the main part of the house frozen 
solid, 

Mr. Pyle had his own gasoline stove and 
at once started to light it. Whether the 
gasoline had frozen in the burner or not, it 
is hard to tell, but all at once the fluid 
spurted out of the burner and cauglit fire. 
Like a flash it ran alt over the stoye and 
fairly enveloped Mr, Pyle in flames, at the 
same time setting fire to the kitchen, 

Mr. W. A. Holton was on the other side 
of the furnace and was horrified by the 
sight. When he had recovered from the 
temporary shock which he experienced Mr. 
Holton assisted Pyle in the direction of the 
door and rolled him in the snow with the 
object of extinguishing bis burning cloth- 
ing. : 

Pyle was conscious of his awful predica- 
ment, and although the skin was falling off 
his face did everything that mortal man 
could do to put out the flames that sur- 
rounded his person. Mr. Holton says it 
seomed to him the more snow he heaped 
upon Pyle the fiercer did the flamos appear. 

Finally, after the burning clothing was 
extinguished, the man jumped up and rush- 
ed into the kitchen and assisted Mr. Holton 
in putting out the fire, which by this time 
was threatening to consume the houss, 

Subsequently the heroic workman was 
rolled up in a blanket and removed to his 
home ia East-avenue, His face and hands 
are horribly burned, but still he is getting 
slong very well to-day. ‘The fire depart.

jury to those citizens of the United States 
living in states that dorived great advan. 
tage from the presence of the Canadian 
lines, 

This sort of argument caused the Presi- 
dent to go a little slow, and it is now 
thought he will content himself with sug- 
gesting to Congress some modifications of 
the existing transportation system without 
recommending the abolishment of auy part 
ot them. 

He will, it is said, ask for more stringent 
regulations regarding the sealing of cars at 
ports of entry in the United States,as there | 
is no deubt that the Canadian roads have 
entire control of this branch of the business 
at present,

CAPRIVI'S SPEECH. 


His Idea of Carrying on the Next War 
With France, 

Lonpon, Jan. 19.—The Berlin correspon+ 
dent of The Standard says of Count Von 
Caprivi’s great speech before the commis- 
sion on the Army Bill: 

The gist of it was that the French would 
form several armies on the outbreak of the 
next war, and these armies would advance 
from different points. The best dofence, he 
said, would then be the offensive. 

If we were victorious the whole French 
army would fall back on Paris and rely 
upon its fortress. We would be compelled 
to invest Toul, Verdun and another fortr 
and would need for the purpose three divi- 
sions, 

The Barring forts are a skilful innovation, 
and we would have to capture some of 
them, This we would hope to do within 4 
week. Forthis purpose we would need 
siege artillery. Woshould have to crores 
the Meuse in full view of the enemy. 

Paris and her ports have « circumference 
of 18miles. Kighteon army corps would 
be needed to encircle the city, and such an 
investiture would be out of the question. 
Paris would have to be taken by front at- 
tack. This also would require large numbers 
of troops.

LOCAL LEGAL 

Howard vs. Herrington. —Judgment on 
appeal by the defendant from the judy- 
ment of the County Court of Hastings in 
fay iur of the plaintiff in an acrioa of 
replevin for goods seized by the defendant 
as distress for taxes and for damages for 
such seizure. The defendant was the tax 
collector for the township, of Brighton, 
The plaintiff alleged that the seizure for 
taxes was illegal because the taxes had 
been paid or remited by the Council. 
The dvfendant appealed on the ground 
that the taxes weredue av tae time of 
seizure, and that the defendant was entit- 
Jed co notice of action, which he did not 
receive. The defendant also appealed 
on the ground thatthe County Court of 
Hastings had no jurisdiction in this action 
ofreplevin, the goods having been seized 
i) another county and the amount being 
beyond the jurisdiction. The court held 
that the Replevin Act required that the 
action should be brought in the court of 
the county where the seizure took place, 
and that it was not affected by the con- 
sulidated rules relating to venue; and 
also that the Act Te PreuBR justices of the 
peace and cther public officers required 
that the action should be brought in the 
cuunty where the officer resides. Appeal 
allowed with costs, and action dismissed 
with costs. J. W. Gordon (Brighton) for 
the appellant. C. E, Lyons (Belleville) 
for the respondent.

In Australia, where population is sparse

Precise instractions would be issued be- 
fore the beginning of the general elections.

All along the main body ot the church 
the pillar capitals are studded with opales- 
cent jets of 16-candle power. To one side 
candelabra of complicated design are 
brought Mnto vivid relief by their pendant 
spheres of incandescent light. The whole 
ellect is very grand. Directly in front, 
the main altar, set into an immense alcove 
which almost forms one end of the church, 
is one glare ot incandescent light. Row 
upon row of sixteen-candle lamps, set ex- 
ceedingly close together, extend in terrace 
style from floor to roof. The concave ar- 
rangement of the altar-niche, together with 
the many brass ornaments therein, con- 
centrate and reflect the generated light, 
returning it to the main body of the 
church reinforced beyond measure. In the 
tabernacle the theory of the “presence” is 
forcibly brought tomind by an 
ment which bring its visible contents into

THE FATAL SCAFFOLD. 


Two Terrible Accidents at Cornwall— 
Half-n-Dozen Employees Injured, ~ 
Corxwatt, Jan. 23.—A sad and fatal 
accident occurred at the Cunada Cotton 
Mill Saturday night in which Mr. John Me- 
Donald brother of Mr. Daniel McDonald, 
eve of Cornwall Township, lost his life 
and several other men were injured. 
Shortly before the mill closed down for 
the day, Mr. James Pendergast, engineer, 
discovered that a light line of shatting in 
the northwest corner of the boiler-house 
was loose. A gang of men, one of whom 
wasthe deceased, were detailed to return 
after tea and repair it. A staging was 
erected, and about 9 o'clock, as the men 
attempted to block up one end of the shaft- 
ing, the other end gave way, and, falling on 
the staging, upset it, and the whole busi- 
ness, scaffold, shafting and men, fellin a 
contused’ mass on the hard floor beneath, a 
distance of 14 feet. Tho shafting was about 
six feet long and had a number of pulleys, 
With its settings it weighed about 500 
pannus, The men on tho scaffold were 
ohn Martin, Thomas Cummings, John 
Cummings, William Murphy, John Adams 
and the deceased. McDonald’s death was in- 
stantaueous. The neck had evidently been 
broken, as there were no cuts or broises on 
the body. Thomas Cummings was also 
badly injured. One arm was broken and 
the other badly bruized. John Martin's 
leg was cut noar the knoe by an iron bolt. 
The others were all badly shaken up and 
more or less bruised,

NATURE'S PRINCE, 


Ho Died a Decrepit Vagabond in New 
York, 

New Yorx, Jan. 27.—Among the victims 
of a fover at Riverside ospital yes- 
torday was Martin Schultze, 70 years old, a 
decrepit vagabond, Fifteen years ago he 
was known as * Baron” Schultze, the hus- 
band of the famous cantatrice, Lady Anna 
Bishop. 

Ho was known here ond throughout the 
world as the prince of good fellowship, The 
fortune Mra. Bishop left him on her death 
cight years ago he squandered. He had ro- 
latives who gave him money to the last; a 
brother urged him to live with him on 
his farm, but he preferred the lodging 
houses and the tife of a city tramp. 

Schultze had been in the produce business 
in this city, but caught the gold fever~ in 
1819 and went to Culifornia, Success came 
first, then failure, and in 1855 he sailed for 
Australia to retrieve his fortunes, On the 
ship he met Lady Anna Bishop, The singer 
was still young although six or seven years 
older than Schultze. 

Sho was traveling with Signor Bischena, 
a noted harpist, with whom she had eloped 
from Sir Henry Bishop, her first husband, 
Tt was a case of love at first sight between 
Lady Bishop and Schultze, 

She invited him to call on her in Aus- 
tralia, and after the death of Signor B 
chena, a year later, Schultze became the 
singer's manager, and traveled with her in 
| 1857 to South America. 


They visited Englaud, and, Sir Henry 
Bishop having died, Schultze and Lady 
Bishop were married. Schultze accom- 
panied the great singer on all her tours 
through the United States and Mexico, 
riches being showered upon the gifted 
artist. 

On their way to Hong Kong in 1866, on 
the ship Libelle, they were wrecked in the 


South Pacific Ocean, and lived for 22 days | 


ona desert island. They then took boats, 
and after 10 days’ hardship reached the 
Ladrone Islands, arriving two months later 
in Hong Kong.

THE FUEL COMBINE, 


Coal Sharks in Roo! © Are Indicted by 
the Grand Jury, 

Rocnester, N.Y., Jan. 27.—The grand 
jury indicted 18 local coal dealers for 
couspiracy on two counts. The indicted 
men are members of the Rochester Coal Ex- 
cbavge, and are charged with conspiracy in 
ilogally combining to advance the prico of

{ communication expressing the satisfaction 
of the highest court circlesat the manner 
in which the Czarewitch was welcomed to 
Berlin. The Paper adds thst in yesterday's 
despatches froin Berlin, Russiaus read the 
words of Emperor William in preposing tha 
health of the Czar at the luncheon given by 
the Alexander regiment ‘in honor of the 
Czarewitcb, in which he referred in elo- 
quent terms to the traditions of friendship 
uniting the two Imperial families, of which 
the reception to the Ozarewitch was a 
Emperor William's words, 
the paper concludes, have been hailed 
with sincere rejoicing by all the friends of 
peace.

The closest ob- 
servers say that the cordiality was all on 
the side of the Emperor William, whose 
expansion towards h aest was met by 
formal politeness. The Czarewitch ia known 
to detest Republican France, but his aiti- 
tude here evinced no want of friendship for 
the high German personages around him. 

‘The significance of the Czarewitch’s visit 
ism mystery. Many persons attribute to 
the visit an international importance such 
au is attributable to no diplomatic event 
since the Kronstadt demonstration.

less offensive in her Bulkant policy by threat- 
oning her with a Russo-German rapproche- 
ment.

OPIUM SMUGGLERS. 


They Had Been Watched in Toronto 
for Some Time. 

Toronto, Jan. 30, —The arrest of 
F. J. Henry, tho negro porter on 
the West Shore sleeping car, and Hugh 
J. Fen, the negro porter of the bullet 
car, at Suspension Bridge last week and 
the seizure of $30,000 worth of opium 
turns out to be an important cue, as the 
men are believed to have beon engaged in 
smuggling goods to and fro between To- 
ronto and New York for some timo past. 
There are good grounds for the belief that 
there is a large amount of smuggling going 
on, and where there is one instance of the 
guilty persons being apprehended there are 
several where they escape. There is no 
reasonable doubt that a considerable quas- 
tity of opium is constantly entering into 
the United States, as itis knowa that much 
of it is prepared ip the Northwest and that 
it must have amarket somewhere. At Vic- 
toria, B.C, there are six factories running 
six days in the week, and they have a daily 
capacity of 40 pounds, making the total 
output for the week 1440 pounds. It is be- 
lieved that the amuggiing of opium is in 
the hands of a few men who furnish tho 
money and direct the business, while the 
sleeping car porters and others simply act 
as their agents. Ono of the colored porters 
intercepted confessed that he received= 
$6 for gotting the opium through from To- 
ronto to New York.
